Claims 51 and 52 are withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 C.F.R. 1.142 
(b) as being drawn to a non-elected subject matter.

Reasons for allowance 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Walker L. E. (US Pat No. 5,523,487) teaches the quaternary ammonium carbonate 
compositions and preparation thereof. The instant process differs from the prior art by having 
multi-step reactions, which comprises reacting an amine with an ester and subsequently with 
methanol to obtain the quaternary ammonium alkyl-carbonate as final product. The prior art 
process neither teaches nor renders obvious the instantly claimed invention and there is no 
suggestion or motivation to modify the process of other prior art to obtain the instant process. 
Therefore the instant claims are allowable over the prior art of record.
